Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-6, 12, 13 and 16, the examiner 
found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a ceiling 
mount comprising; a traverse arm, a first end which is rotatably mounted to a 
depending end of a depending adjustable length arm for rotation about a first 
axis of rotation and including all limitations recited in independent claim 1 . 

4. As per claim 7 and dependent claim 14, the examiner found no reference 
in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a ceiling mount comprising: a 
traverse arm, a first end being rotatably mounted to a free end of a length 
adjustable arm for rotation about a first vertical axis of rotation and including 
all limitations recited in independent claim 7. 

5. As per claim 8 and dependent claims 9-11, 15, 17 and 18, the examiner 
found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an X-ray 
installation comprising a traverse arm which is mounted to an end of an 
adjustable length arm so as to be rotatable about a first axis of rotation and 

including all limitations recited in independent claim 8.
